HOW IT IS DONE—GREAT SPORT 


BUT HARD WORK. 


The California Methods — Florida 


Style -- Wonderful Schools of 
Fishes — Green Hands at the 
Sport...

“It seems like old times.”’ 
Last year the barracuda could only 


be obtained by getting up at 4 o’clock 


in the morning and going to the upper 


end of the island, with the chances of 
being caught in a calm; but now the 
little bay of Avalon 1s often filled with 


big barracuda schools, and the ripple 
of their many fins seen upon any calm 
day. 

The barracuda is the privateer of the 
fish world; long, slender, with pointed

hile rowing over the bay a day or- 
so ago I chanced to look over and saw

and yellow-tinted tails of myriads of 
barracuda, There seemed be a 
solid mass of them, all headed one way 
and moving slowly along.

and ina moment two Barracuda lines 
were whirling out 50 feet, baited with 
big, gleaming sardines, and from that 
time on the boat was the center of at- 
traction, as at any pall of the lines 
dozens of the big fish would dash to- 
ward the boat in pursuit, stopping 
only at the surface.

THE SEWER QUESTION. 


At the Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ing yestetday, the question of the out- 
fall sewer was discussed at consider- 
able length. There was a good deal of 
opposition to the ocean outfall plan 
manifested, but the friends ot the pro- 
ject succeeded in having passed a reso- 
lution favorable to the programme laid 
out by the City Council. . 

The City Engineer gave reasons why 

the route selected is ths only practic- 
able one, and arepresentative of the 
South Side Irrigation Company showed 
that his company had as much sewage 
as it can handle; in fact, more during 
the wet season. These statements 
probably influenced the action of the 
members present to a considerable ex- 
tent. 
The question is, however, by no 
means settled. The richt of way from 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany is only obtained verbally, so far, 
and it is stated that representations 
have been made to Senator Stanford, by 
influential men, which may induce the 
company to reconsider its promise. 
That, however, is not the only right of 
way needed. It should be clearly un- 
derstood that, unless a clear path to 
the ocean is secured, in black and 
white, the sewer bonds will assuredly 
be voted down. Otherwise, they may 
or they may not carry, but, in this 
case, they would certainly be defeated. 
We must therefore be quite sure that 
we are all right, before we go ahead 
with an election. Then, of course, we 
have the opposition of Santa Monica 
to consider, which wiil undoubtedly be 
long, bitter and determined. | 
All this is under the supposition that 
an outfall sewer to the ocean, as pro- 
posed by the Council, will be the plan 
adopted. There is still, however, a 
possibility that some other course will 
be decided on. Without doubt, there 
is astrong feeling among the people 
that a more advantageous and less 
expensive solution of the problem 
might be found. There is, for instance, 
the proposition to run the sewer south- 
ward, buy atract of sandy land, and 
store the sewage — covering it with 
layers of dry earth, as in the case of 
}an earth closet—until it is purchased 
and called for, ip quantities to 
suit. Such a would cost 
a@ great deal less, at the 
outset, than the other, and at the 
same time would bring in a handsome 
revenue to the city, whereas the ocean 
outfall system would give us little but 
expense — expense for maintenance, 
and probably a good, large sum, from 
time to time, for repairs. 
This is the present status of the 
question. Ifwe are going. to vote on 
an outfall sewer, we must first have 
the entire right of way legally in our 
possession, but there are still many 
people who believe that the course of 
wisdom lies in another direction. 


THE COLORED RACE, 


Fred Douglas isa believer in the 
future of his own race. And what 
man is better capable of judging of its 


)| possibilities than he? Hardly in the 
‘| history of human experience is to be 


found a more varied experience than 
that of Mr. Douglas, or one that more 
fully demonstrates the might and ferce 
of the human will when aroused to 
overcome obstacles. In a few words 
Douglas thus reviews his career: 


“Born a slave, fighting with the dogs for 
the crumbs that fell under my master’s 
table, presideut of three or four national 
editor of two newspapers, 
elector for the State of New York by a ma- 
jority of 50,000, writer for the leading maga- 
zines of the country, author of several 
books, speaker in every campaign since the 
candidacy of Fremont, the confidential 
friend of Abraham Lincoln, member of the 
Council of the District of Columbia, United 
tes Marshal under Hayes, recorder of 
deeds under Garfield and Arthur and one 
year under Cleveland, I now round out my 
political career by going to Hayti.”’ 


Of Hayti and her future Mr. Doug- 
las very thoughtfully says: 


“I shall go to that country to represent 
the interests of the United States, and also 
with a view to advance the interests of the 
people likely to be most benefited by the 
wise, peaceful and orderly government of 
what is called ‘the Black Republic.’ It is 
impossible to deny that Hayti is an im- 
portant element in the question of the pos- 
sible future of the colored man on that con- 
tinent. Men pointto ittoday asan argu- 
ment against the ability of the colored race 
to govern itself. They say, look at Hayti, 
torn and rent by division and revolution, 
and ask us what we can expect of the 
American negro. To me Hayti isin the 
process of evolution, not of decay or retro- 
gression; she is going through the experi- 
ence of the South American republics, and 
of France, which has had 12 revolutions in 
asingle century, andl might say of our 
own country, which but a few years ago 
presented a scene of discord and civil war 
as wild, turbulent and persistent as that 
which is witnessed today on the Island of 
San Domingo. We haverisen out of this 
tempest and whirlwind of war a stronger, 
wiser, happier and more united people than 
at any other time in our history, and [ pre- 
similar result for Hayti. one 
thing Hayti may well be proud—no hostile 
foot has been allowed to tread her soil suc- 
cessfully during three-quarters of a century. 
The child may stumble and fall many 
times, and receive many bruises, but the 
child will become a man for all that. It is 
no new thing to have Hayti cited against 
the cause of freedom in the United States. 
It was so before we abolished our slavery, 
when our fears created only disaster and 
ruin in that direction, and will continue to 
beso. Nevertheless Hayti is still Hayti, 
sharing the commerce of the world, with 
representatives in her capital from every 
great maritime power, and flags of all na- 
tiens floating in her ports and harbors,”

STATISTICS prove conclusively that 
the average length of life in the United 
Scates is greater than in-that of any 
other country. The average life ex- 
pectancy in the United States is now 
55 years, while in Russia it is but 28 
years. In portions of Africa a genera- 
tion comes and goes every 23 years, 
and in enlightened England, among its 
urban population, the average length 
of life is about 50 years, while in gay, 
pleasure-loving France 45 years is the 
average measure of its limit. In cou- 
nection with the increased longevity 
in this country is the significant fact 
that there is a much larger number of 
physicians among us in proportion to 
our population than among any other 
people of the world, and without 
doubt advanced medical knowledge, 
prompt treatment and a greater regard 
to our sanitary needs will largely ac- 
count for the advanced increase in the 
average of life in the United States. 


A CoMMITTEBE of the New York Stock 
Exchange has been engaged in investi- 
gating the amount of-sertificates the 
various trusts have outstanding. It 
was shown that a recent creation—the 
lead trust—has increased its capital 
within two months from $82,000,000 to 
over $83,000,000. Certificates of. this 
trust took a big tumble in consequence. 
The aggregate capitalization of five 
trusts way found to reach the immense 
sum of $219,183,200.

THE TRUTH OF IT FILTERING 
OUT AT LAST, 


And a Long Unsolved Mystery

walked up to the window, and with the 
aid of a good-sized hammer mashed it 
in and grabbed the diamond tray, which 
contained about $5000 worth of unset 
diamonds. The store was full of 
clerks and customers, and the streets 
were crowded, yet no one seemed to 
get a good look at the thief’s face. In 
raking the diamonds into his pocket he 
dropped four or five on the sidewalk, 
and they were picked up by the officers. 
All kinds of stories have been placed 
in circulation as to who the thief was. 
Ex-police officers and broken down 
real-estate men have been shadowed, 
but the detectives finally had to give 
up, and the chances are that the name 
of the boldest thief who ever operated 
in this city would never have been 
made known had it not been fora 
woman who was bis mistress during 
his stay in this city. The story as

The convention to 
frame a constitution for the admission of 
Idaho has been in session here one week. 
Congress failed to give Idahoan enabling 
act the samé as the other Territories, but 
there was such a strong sentiment in favor 
of Statehood that the Governor called for a 
convention. “This was after he had been 
assured by members of Congress that a 
good constitution, ratified by the people, 
would secure admission early next session, 
also the payment of the expenses of the 
convention. 

The chief difficulty likely to arise is upon 
the question of suffrage. The Mormons 
formerly held the balance of power, throw- 
ing their vote to the party thought the 
most available for their uses. Five years 
ago the passage of the Test Oath Act cut 
them off. As a last resort, hundreds of 


Mormons withdrew from the church last 
fall, and voted, succeeding in Bingham 
county in electing part of their choice of 
the ticket. The fact that the Mormons are 
colonizing portions of Idaho makes this 
such a dangerous element that the anti- 
Mormons, Kepublicans and Democrats of 
the conventio. insist that they must be 
shorn of power to do evil. 

This question will come up in the con- 
vention tomorrow and excite lively discus- 
sion. Woman suifrage, prohibition, the 
governing of corporations and trusts, will 
also be considered. ;
